witness went into s boat, and bad proceeded 
shout Ihree-quuten of a mile, when niuoiier 
came up within about forty yard* of him, and 
threw something at him which inflicted a 
wound on hi* he*d-uii> wound now shown ;- 
a piece of **wn stuff will found in hia boat 
afterword.; witneea shouted, minder; *hortly

the R*v. W. Lawry, and aeverel nlher gentle - 
men, entered the laege acho<>Uroom of the lit. 
atituiion, which had been fltted op fot th* oc. 
cation, when the Rev. W. Lawry eo turn. meed 
terrlee by reading the tcripturet, and nnertrig 
up an appropriate and impresaive prayer to Al- 
tniahiy (ind lor hia bleating upon the under- 

Thu Ooireraor then, ia an eloquent and ap- 
piopriate i| ctxh, remark«l, that It give him 
grett pleamre to wLineta the beiriniving of thi* 
inAtitnlton for the civil and religinut beueBt of 
the Ndiivea, and he waa happy in being able to 
lend a helping hand towarda a cattle which had 
Ins cordial approbation. 

Hi* Excellency then ear* a turn net hittory 
of ihe Chiltilan Church (into ill ri»c down- 
wird, till very many and great t rior, ind cor.

mentslity of which all the Native Establish- 
menca in the neighbourhood have been vutited. 
And tnatruction, exhortation. And warning, of 
the moal etflcient character, have been admin- 
lata red by men who, 'in their own tongues,' 
drclaro 'the wonderful works ofOod' from ■ 
heartfelt ind hippy experienoe of them in their 
own heirta, The baneuritl effecu of (he 
1 ri'irtwi ftufiVtilitni' are thu* beginning to be 
extentirilY felt in the well trained Nitive 
agenry which It it tending into the field.' 1 
(See Annual Hmn, p. K.) 

In the Friendly Islands and Peelee thit work 
hot also been commenced, ind. though in It* 
infancy, [rnmutea to be a valuable auxiliary to 
th* few scattered Mittionariea whn are labour- 
in*, iu thoae numetuua and populous I.landa. 

The importance of aoch an Inrtllution hat 
been long and deeply fell hy the New Zealand 
MiaairraarieB. Their eircuita an generally ao 
exlenaive, and their iieople ao widely aealtererl. 
that they flnd It Impratiticahle lo give to all the 
variou* tribe*. *catt*red orrr a ttltlrict of 1011 or 
14D mile*, that paaioril attention nereataTy to 
their moral and spiritual Improvement. And 
li'-iii >■ they hare felt tint a few welt innrueted 
native teachera, placed at the otatpoat* in the 
capacity of teacher* and achoolmutsra, under

Extract from a letter from Willlim Wilihire, 
EtrL, British ViM-Cormu! it Mogidor (nnw 
in Tendon), dated iith September, 1044, 
aid retted tu Judah Ouedilli, Eto,,, Ijondon.
